on the subject of potatoes. 
It spoke of the shod age v/hicl 


lias prevailed the past year, predicted that this would continue 
for a year at least, and perhaps longer, in spile of the hopeful- 
ness with which the people are looking forward to next fall's 
harvest, and (lien went on to speak of some things the people 
could do about it if they would. 


And this paper's program for relieving the pressure caused 


by the potato shortage does not consist in investigations, pros- 
ecutions or any tiling of the sort. 
It simply recommends that 


people turn their attention to other food articles which in 
reality are worth more than potatoes, and which cost less, 
until conditions change and the price of potatoes comes down 
to somewhere near where it ought to be. "Why," it asks, 
"must we have potatoes? 
Until nearly four hundred years 


ago nobody in (he world had ever eaten a potato. Right now 
ihere are many nations of sturdy people who do not eat them. 
They are not indispensable to us in the United States. If we 
use substitutes for them we can laugh a t ' f h e potato quota- 
iions." 


While this is true it is also (rue [hat potatoes are considered 


practically indispensable in most households. 
But this inclis- 


pensabiliiy is based more on habit and desire than upon scien- 
tific facts, if what the foo'd scientists tell us is true. They say 
the relative value.df the potato as a food is small, yet regard- 
less of all this the people insist that they must have potatoes, 
and that they feel (hat they must is evidenced by the prices 
they have paid during the last six months. They-have grum- 
Ijled about the price, and'with reason, but they have paid it 
rather than denyHhemselves an article of food which science 
teaches should be one of the first lo be dispensed with in case 
of such a pinch as Ihe country is now experiencing. 


In this connection il may well be asked what is the use of 


all this investigation of (he relative value of difl'erenl foods 
and all (his scientific teaching if the people are lo ullerly dis- 
regard it all? A greaf deal of time and energy is expended in 
endeavoring lo teach Ihe people wh'at is for their benefit, yet 
when tli£ test comes the teaching is thrown aside and buyers 
of foods are governed by their.habits, appetites and desires. 
This has always been so, and it looks as if if always would be. 
Scientists may .(each and preach "rice" till (he crack of doom, 
but the people will go right on eating polatoes so long as they 
can get them at any price, if what they have been doing for flic 
!asl six monlhs is any criterion by which lo judge. 


It may as well be admilled that (he potato is a king in ifs 


field.
